Cotlon Bill Wins Test 


WASHINGTON—(/I')—The 
Bank- 


head compulsory cotton control bill 
successfully wtathercd its first lest in 
the house Thursday in the defeat of 
the Brown amendment to limit its 
provisions to one crop year. The vote 
was 56 to 21. 


The bill limits cotton production for 


the coming crop year 
to 
10,000,000 


bales and authorizes the secretary of 
Agriculture to fix the limit on pro- 
duction for a second year. In addi- 
tion, it empowers the president to ex- 
tend it for a third year by proclama- 
tion if an emergency m cotton exists. 


An amendment by Representative 


Parker, Democrat, Georgia, to elimi- 
nate authority of the president to ex- 
tend it for a third year also was de- 
feated. 


Chairman Jones, Democrat, Texas, 


considered the Brown amendment as 
the "big hump" in the bill and with 
that behind him pressed for speedy 
action with a view to getting the bill 
to a final vole. 


Another controversial 
amendment 


by Representative Ilankin, Democrat, 
Mississippi, to strike out the author- 
ity given the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to direct usage of land taken out 
of cotton production alfo stood in the 
way of early action.

ed that tlie emergency

cotton 


would not continue long cnuogh to 
justify application of the reduction 
program to the 193!)-3fi crop, and by 
presidential proclamation to the 1938-

tative Rayburn. Democrat, Texas, who 
said. "If this bill is going to cure the 
situation, there will be no trouble get- 
ting it extended next January for an- 
other year." 


Asserting that he was "bothered and 


worried about the whole proposition," 
Rayburn reminded the house that 
.secretary Wallace had announced the 
last year's cotton reduction program a 
success on the voluntary acreage re- 
duction basis. 


Chairman Jones argued that if the 


measure was limited to one crop year, 
it probably would have expired be- 
fore time for congress to extend it for 
another 12 months. 


"If it isn't working," Jones said, "we 


can repeal it."

Re- 
jection of the three projects resulted 
from the gradual curtailment of man- 
power .ond expenditures in an effort 
to bring the CWA work to a close.

Salary Bills Are 


Up in 17 Counties 


Initiated Local Measures 


May Face Showdown 


in Legislature 


LITTLE 
ROCK—(IP)—The 
under- 


cover fight between certain groups of 
taxpayers and county officials over 
locally initiated county salary acts 
may wind up in the 1935 session of the 
general assembly. 


And impartial observers will lay a 


wager the question will not be a 
farce when it gets back to the legis- 
lature again. 


With efforts being made in at least 


17 counties to initiate local salary acts 
at the 1934 general election, county of- 
ficials—through then- state organiza- 
tion—arc awake to .the situation t'nat 
might confront them if more than a 
third of the legislative branch should 
be made up from representatives of 
counties which have local salary acts. 


The law books are being studied by 


these officials, who believe that a 
general salary act passed by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses of the gen- 
eral assembly would repeal any local, 
ly initiated act. 


But they arc certain it would take a 


two-thirds vote, and this explains the 
strong undercover attempt being made 
to strike for a general salary act be- 
fore it is too late to get a two-thirds 
majority in the legislature. 


Should a valid salary act be enact- 


ed, this would end the initiated act 
drive, in the opinion of some, who 
rely on a part of the supreme court's 
opinion in one decision that a local 
act can not remain in force where a 
general act covers the situation. 


Two counties—Union and Phillips- 


have locally initiated salary acts in 
force now, both adopted in 1932. The 
Union county case went to the su- 
preme court and was 
upheld under 


the initiative and referendum amend- 
ment. 


It was in the Union county case the 


supreme court held a locally initiated 
act would govern where not inconflict 
with a general act. 


Legislatures by 
past 
experiences 


are shown to be extremenly slow to 
vote repeal of an act initiated by the 
people. It requires a two-thirds vote, 
and even though on a popular ques- 
tion, it is nearly always easy for the 
opposition to set a few votes to pre- 
vent the two-thirds passage of a re- 
pealing act. 


The sanctity with wnich legislators 


hold an initiated act was seen in the 
last regular session when the house 
refused to pass the county salary act 
by more than a majority, since by giv- 
ing it a two-thirds majority the Phil- 
lips and Union county 
salary acts 


might have been repealed. As it hap- 
pened, the general salary act was de- 
clared unconstitutional. 
But 
many 


members who otherwise were in fav- 
or of the genera! act absented them- 
selves under a gentlemen's agreement 
so that now more than 66 votes—one 
less than 
a 
two-thirds majority- 


would be cast for the measure.

Tlie 3 Ordinances 


Chancellor Bacon reviewed the three 


ordinances fixing the mayor's salary 
in recent years:y 


No. 407, passed March 23, 1928, plac- 


ing the salary at $150 a month. 


No. 457, passed February 7, 1933, fix- 


ing it at $75. 


No. 470, passed 
September 7, 1933, 


fixing the salary at $100. 


The chancellor held in part as fol- 


lows: 


"I am of the opinion that ordinance 


No. 457 was properly passed. Ordi- 
nance No. 470 fixed the mayor's sal- 
ary at $100 per month but it was 
passed after the defendant assumed 
the duties of his office and can not in- 
crease his'saWy or diminish it dur- 
ing his present term of office. 


"Ordinance No. 457 was passed Feb- 


ruary 7, 1933, and did not have an 
emergency clause attached 
thereto. 


The defendant was elected April 4, 
arid assumed his office on April 18, 
1933. The question is, does ordinance 
No. 457 affect defendant's salary? The 
ordinance did not become effective 
until May 8th which was 90 days after 
its passage. 


"During the interim ordinance No. 


457 was dormant and not having be- 
come effective until after 
the de- 


fendant assumed his office docs not 
have the effect to decrease his sal- 
ary. 


Oldest Ordinance Upheld 


"Ordinance No. 470 having 
been 


passed after ordinance No. 457 was 
passed and covering the same subject 
matter, it impliedly 
repealed 
or- 


dinance No. 457 and neither of said 
ordinances can take effect until after 
the present term expires and the may- 
or's salary, therefore, is regulated by 
ordinance No. 407." 


Turning 
to 
the 
question of the 


mayor's right to collect on tlxc differ- 
ence in salary for months past, the 
chancellor ruled against this, saying: 


"Tlie defendant accepted a sum less 


than provided by this 
ordinance in 


full payment and satisfaction of his 
.salary, and is now estopped to claim 
any additional sums for earned sal- 
ary. H is true he says he was ig- 
norant of his rights, but ignorance of 
the law docs not excuse."

Teach Children Lessons Through the 


Medium of Play. 


The resourceful mother can use 


the play mood in many ways to 
teach her child important moral 
lessons.- This is the message Olive 
Roberts Barton imparts In another 
of her interesting articles on Child 
Training. 


"When you say that, smilo," said 


the Virginian when someone insulted 
him. 


Behind this lies a truth that is at 


the very root of all human psycho- 
logy. 


People will accept things in play 


that they would resent bitterly if pre- 
sented in any other mood. The play 
mood is contagious. le begets sympa- 
thy or at least acceptance in others, 
games. We learn a million things in 
gimes. We learn a million things in 
cross-word puzzles that we would be 
bored with most decidely if we were 
in an English class and asked to cctn- 
sult the dictionary 
every 
minute. 


Moreover what we learn in the play 
mood fattens itself to memory. Where 
there is real interest involved, learn- 
ing has a habit of sticking. 


FroebeL years ago, recognized this 


truth when he founded that garden- 
school of his and began, to teach little 
children through the medium of play. 


Using the Play Mood 


the mothers of little children might 


keep this in mind. Not that they 
need to set up Kindergaretns at home 
and spend their busy hours counting 
off colored balls and weaving bright 
mats exactly, but just to recognize 
the invaluable truth of Using the play 
mood themselves and in their off- 
spring. 
tattle children of the pre-school age 


can be reached and trained in a thou- 
sand ways just because they are so 
susceptible to it. 


And this, also, is important. Wheth- 


er she has time to play with a child 
or not, at least he should have enough 
toys of various kinds to keep him 
very, very busy. A little fellow can- 
not concentrate on one toy for very 
long, or even on any one interest. 
Five, ten, fifteen minutes, according 
to his age, and then he is off to an- 
other. After a while he is back to 
the first, but if there is not enough 
variety he will tire of all and then 
time hangs heavy on his hands. And 
he becomes fretful. 


Another matter to keep in mind is 


that each toy should provide some- 
thing for him to do. They need not 
be handsome toys but they do need 
to be interesting to him. Things to 
build, to pull, to ride, to pound and 
to climb. Animals and dolls are fine, 
but they are not enough. The child 
can only find a limited expression in 
them. 
When he is at play, experimenting 


and keeping awkwardly busy, it is 
amazing how many little moral les- 
sons can be gotten through to him. 


How It Works 


If he has been selfish and his moth- 


er has been puzzled about how to 
make him generous, now is her time. 
And, by the way, this prc-school per- 
iod is the time to cultivate generosity. 
She can say, ''Here is an apple. I've 
cut it into three pieces. Now give one 
to your visitor, Jane, and one to Ted-

Soybeans, Hay Crop 


Is Recommended 


Said to Be Excellent for 


Hay and Soil Im- 


provement 


The soybean is a comparatively new 


crop in Hempstead county but one 
(hut has gained favor rapidly and is 
an excellent crop for bay, soil im- 
provement and pasture according to 
Frank R. Stanley, county agent. 


Ability to withstand dry weather 


is one of the outstanding character- 
istics of the soybean and it is less 
Sensitive to an excess of moisture 
than either cowp.eas or corn. It grows 
erect and holds itas leaves better than 
eowpeas and iS more conveniently 
handled when harvested. Ordinarily 
soybeans produce heavier seed yields 
!han eowpeas and the Seed are rich- 
er in food Value. 


Mr. Stanley said that tsts ifi the 


Arkansas Experiment Station reveal- 
ed that the Laredo variety is the best 
for this section. Soybeans may be 
sown broadcast or in drills about SO 
inches apart and should be given at 
least two cultivations. When seeding 
in this- manned form 10 to 15 pounds 
of seed per acre are necessary. 


Experiment station records 
show 


that better results are obtained when 
drilled in 30 inch rows, given at least 
two cultivations, as this method per- 
mits the cutting of two rows at a 
time with a mowing machine when 
harvesting. 


Seed planted deeper than two inch- 


es are not likely to come up and it 
is well to inoculate seed at planting 
time unless soybeans have previously 
been grown on the land. 


When soybeans 
are 
about 
half 


grown in the pod they have their 
best feeding value and are readily 
eaten by livestock.

Wage Cut Request 


Negotiate Now for Con- 


tjnuation of Old 10 Per 


Cent Reduction 


WASHlNGTON-W-ncpresentn- 


tives of 1,000,000 workers on the na- 
tion's railroads Thursday night studied 
a proposal of rnilroad managers that 
the 10 per cent wage reduction made in 
1932 be continued until April 30, 1935. 


The conference committee of Man- 


agers, meeting with 1,500 union's rep- 
rcslntativcs, withdrew for the present 
its proposal to cut basic wages 15 per 
cent. 


Instead, W. F. Thichoff, chairman of 


the committee, said, the managers in 
diference to President Roosevelt, had 
decided to ask an extension of the 
present agreement for a 10 per cent 
cut for 10 months so as to give "unin- 
terrupted opportunity for national re- 
covery throughout the year 1934." 


He proposed negotiations be su- 


spended until January 1 without com- 
mitting the managers in any way re- 
garding basic wages.

Head of Long-Bell 
Lumber Co, Is Dead 


Kentuckian, R. A. Long 


Became American 


Lumber King 


KANSAS 
C1TR — (ff>)— Robert 
A. 


Long, 8.'!, chairman of the board of 
the Long-Bell Lumber Company and 
founder of a large lumber fortune, 
died Thursday night after an opera- 
tion. 


He entered the lumber business be- 


cause of an unprofitable business ven- 
ture in hiiy. When lie was 22. he went 
into the hay business in Columbus, 
Kan., with Robert White and Victor 
Long. Much of the 300 tony of hay 
that they stacked was brown and un- 
saleable and young Long began tear- 
int' down the sheds used to shelter it. 
He sold the lumber at a profit and 
several merchants pointed out to him 
tliu need of a lumber yard in Co- 
lumbus. He borrowed money from his 
uncle's business and with the same 
two partners started the lumber yard, 
which was profitable from the outset, 
although Mr. Long frequently joked 
over the fact that he knew nothing 
about the bu.sine.ss and made several 
expensive mistakes at first. 


In 1884 the business was incorporat- 


ed under the laws of Missouri for 
$.'100,000, lutlf of which was paid in 
from previous earnings. In February. 
1801. the firm moved its headquart- 
ers to Kansas City, Mo. By that time 
it had become a manufacturing con- 
cern. Later it acquired vast tracts 
of timbcriand in the South, Southwest 
and Pacific Northwest. Mr. Long es- 
tablished the model city of Longview, 
Wash., which he saw grow to 7,000 in- 
habitants. He gave the city a $150,- 
01)0 public- library and provided $1,- 
000.000 for iE beautification. 


In lUl.'i, he built Lotigview farm of 


1.636 acres near Kansas Ciey. It is 
one of the jjhowplaccs of that section. 


Mr. Long was born on it farm near 


Shelbyville, Ky., and worked on his 
father's farm until ho was 22. In 
1873 lie decided to go West and locat- 
ed in Columbus, Kan., taking with 
him his savings of J700.

Foundto Be Few 


Planters Will Be Required 


to List Tenants With 


County Agent 


TYRONZA, Ark.-(yp)-E. A. Miller, 


an agent of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, 
recommended 


Thursday night that every 
planter 


subscribing to the government's cot- 
ton acreage reduction program be re- 
quired to file immediately a list of his 
tenants for 1933 and 1934. 


Miller, an assistant to Cully A. Cobb, 


chief of the AAA cotton section, was 
sent from Washington to investigate 
charges of wholesale eviction of share, 
croppers from Polnsctt county farms. 
At the end of his first day hero he 
sent the following telegram to Cobb: 


"Investigation proceeding satisfac- 


torily. Recommend that telegraphic 
instructions be sent to all 
county 


agents in cotton counties requiring 
producers executing cotton contracts 
to provide county 
committees with 


lists of tenants in 1933 and 1934. This 
should be done to protect program 
from unfavorable 
criticism and to 


remove temptation to displace tenants. 
Issue news release covering same." 


Miller will continue his 
inquiry 


Friday. He came here to look into 
general conditions, and particularly 
the case of Ed Boston, whom Norman 
Thomas, Socialist party leader, in- 
terviewed recently 
and 
who was 


evicted last week. 


Miller said he had not found evi- 


dence of "wholesale chiseling" by Ar- 
kansas planters on their agreement to 
retain the same number of tenants in 
1934 as in 1933, but that he had found 
a few instances in which this agree- 
ment had not met with compliance. 


"I am recommending this step more 


for the protection of the program and 
the farmers from criticism than be- 
cause of any feeling that there has 
been general eviction of sharecrop- 
pers from their homes following the 
acreage reduction 
program," Miller

Battle the Press 


Louisville Newspapers Re- 


fer to "Braying Jack- 


asses" in Capitol 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—(/P)—A demand 


from the Kentucky house that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recall Robert W. Bing- 
ham, United States ambassador 
to 


London, unless his newspaper reveal- 
ed the author of "The Psalm of Pol- 
itics," burst from 
the 
house late 


Thursday in a renewal of the warfare 
over whether a newspaperman should 
violate a confidence. 


The resolution was adopted, 44 to 


39, after a day of battle that includ- 
ed the filing of a ?50,000 damage suit 
at the house lobby Investigating com- 
mittee, and a Barrage of ugly words 
from both sidts. 


"There has been a lie" Representa- 


tive Dobert E. Webb said referring to 
the resolution regarding Judge Bing- 
ham, "either by the paper which pub- 
lished 'The Psalm of Polities' or by a 
member of this house," and he added, 
"the time has come to take drastic 
action." Representative W. Y. Handy, 
opposing the resolution said it was 
"too drastic." 


The Louisville Courier-Journal of 


which Judge Bingham is president and 
publisher, indicated plainly it had no 
intention of complying with the re- 
quest, thus leaving the house to put 
the matter up to the president. 


The house lobby investigating com- 


mittee recommended to the house that 
the state attorney general and the 
commonwealth's attorney in Louisville 
"Investigate the corporation known as 
the Courier-Journal 
and Louisville 


Times for the publication of a crim- 
inal libel against the officers of the 
commonmealth of Kentucky." 


The Courier-Journal Thursday edi- 


torially said the house had made it- 
self "ridiculous," and the Times, joint- 
ly owned, in editorial and caftoon de- 
picted its 
legislative 
opponents as 


"jackasses," for the action in holding 
Vance Armentrout, associate editor 
of the Courier-Journal in contempt for 
refusing to tell who wrote the famous 
"Psalm." 


Armentrout, a mild and unassum- 


ing type of about 50, filed the damage 
suit at the seven members of the house 
lobby investigating committee which 
sent him to jail March 6. 


Words like "jackasses braying," and 


"ridiculous and aunwarranted posi- 
tion," were editorially hurled at the 
house majority by the two Louisville 
newspapers.

between the two points.

Jciifs crew, which was crushed in the 
ice and sank a month ago, were re- 
ported still safe. Their position, how- 
ever, was precarious.

Cultivation of the garden is for two 


purposes, to loosen the surface soil 
and to control weeds. 


Weed control is perhaps the more 


important, and if the garden is not 
kept reasonable 
free of weeds, it 


will produce many good vegetables. 
Weeds are like bad habits—easiest to 
control while young. 


Garden crops should be cultivated 


as soon as the seedlings arc through 
the ground and the rows may be fol- 
lowed. A heavy rain after planting 
and before the seedlings are up may 
form a crust which will prevent the 
seedlings from coming through. 


If this happens, gently break the 


crust with a steel rake 
or a wire 


scratcher of some sort. 


Atcthods of Cultivation 


How to cultivate 
depends 
very 


largely on the crop. 


Shallow-rooted, crops like toma- 


toes, corn, beans and all of the vine 
crops, require rather shallow cultiva- 
tion, usually not over two inches deep. 


Potatoes, celery, carrots, parsnips, 


and the like, send their roots fairly 
deep and it is safe usually to work 
them somewhat deeper than the shal- 
low-rooted crops. 


The main point is to loosen the soil 


as soon as it is dry enough after each 
rain or irrigation. 


The rake and the hoe are the most 


important tools for the small garden. 
A wheel hoe is desirable and makes 
it possible to go over 
the 
garden 


quickly. 


Systematic cultivation of the gard- 


en is important, and a good working 
once a week will usually keep weeds 
under control and the plants growing. 


Watering Crops 


At times, the garden may need wat- 


er even in sections having a fairly 
abundant rainfall. In the dry land

sections where farm crops arc grown 
under irrigation, watering is always 
essential. 


The furrow system of distributing 


the water is the least expensive of 
any and. at the same time, is about 
as effective as any in soils that are 
not too sandy and porous. 


No matter if there is plenty, of mois- 


ture in the soil when the plants arc 
set. the addition of a pint to a quart 
of water around the roots of each 
plant, as they are planted, will give 
them a good start. 


There is one principle that should 


be observed in watering garden crops, 
and that is. don't water until neces- 
sary, then apply enough to give the 
soil a good wetting to a depth of four 
to five inches. 


It is a mistake to try to make wat- 


ering take the* place of cultivation, 
as the two go hand in hand. A good 
working of the soil should follow as 
soon as the soil is dry enough after 
each rain or watering.

The soldier who devotes his life to 


a military career, and then is deprived 
of the chance to take part in the big; 
gest war of his generation, is apt to 
develop a severe case of nerves. 


When you add 
isolation, tropical 


heat, and cantankerous women folk to 
this, you're likely to have a good deal 


of trouble. 


It's this kind of situation that is de- 


scribed in "Too Many Boats," a novel 
by Charles L. Clifford. 


Mr. Clifford presents us with a cav- 


alry outpost in the Philippines. The 
time is 1918; the officers present have 
as the author says, missed too many 
boats back to the states. 


The war Is on and they want to 


fight in it, but they have to stay on 
the opposite side of the world. 


So their nerves begin to get frayed. 


The life of the post grows strained 
and abnormal. Officers are irritable 
and mutually suspicious. Their wives, 
suffering equally under the strain, 
develop similar qualities. 


Then, just to bring everything to a 


clomax, a major's wife sets her cap 
for a young captain—and simultan- 
eously there is a threatened mutiny 
of the troopers. 


Out of all this, Mr. Clifford has 


made a very exciting book. He not 
only succeeds in making the morbid, 
nerve-racking atmosphere of this armv 
post perfectly real and understand- 
able; he also builds up a fine melo- 
dramatic narrative. 


The result is a yarn which, while 


it may not win any Pulitzer pr'i7.e. is 
interesting enough to keep you read- 
ing to the end, once you have started 


it.
